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'I'lir Cleansing of the Sanctuary. 
A flu 1 1 <;t miry ib a holy ami 
enured place, ac^ordiug to the 
Bible. Tbe particular sanetuary 
to be considered in this article ia 
the one made chief by (lod. This 
is Jerusalem. It hae been and 
again will be the chief center of 
the thocracy of God. Before the 
coming or Chriat, it waa the Holy 
City, a type of the city to come, 
the mother of na all. But now 
that sanctuary is polluted. Gen- 
tiles have profaned it, and it ie 
no longer the Beat and center of 
the followers ot the laws ofJGod, 
Tbe time will come when it 
will again be made the center of 
God's people, tbe eouge .of Ziou, 
like holy incense will ascend to 
heaven, and the name of Christ 
will be as a sweet morsel upon 
the tongues of the worshiping 
multitudes. Tbe aanctuary^will 
be cleanaed as God has declared 
iu his Word, aud tbe religion ot 
Jehovah reign supreme within 
the borders of Jeruaalem.^When 
shall that happy time come ? hae 
it been foretold ? Yes. Daniel 
tells tbe years, and mankind may 
know. 

The figures given by tbe 
prophet Daniel are definite, and 
will be unmistakably understood, 
when the Lord's own good time 
comes to reveal it. Hitherto the 
prophecies have been to us like 
the journey ot the children ot 
Israel in tbe wilderness. It was 
not long, yet forty yeara were re- 
quired in accomplishing it.^But 
no one can forbid travel upon the 
prophetic highways of the (Bible. 
An earnest pressing forward, 
will finally be rewarded with an 
entrance to some one. 

What are the figures of Dan- 
iel? 

"And be said unto me, unto 
two thousand and three hundred 
days; then shall tbe sanctuary be 
cleansed." Daniel 8 ; 14. *£££ 
It is fixed that Jerusalem 
means tbe sanctuary, the center 
of tbe theocracy ot God. But 
now it ia unclean. Heathen a 
possess it. W bat are 2300 days. 
There one day stands 'or a year, 
and therefore the 2300 days 
mean 2800 years,; then, the 
sanctuary shaH be cleansed. 

Having ascertained this, a 
starting point, from which to esti- 
mate the 2300 yeare must be fix- 
ed. On account of tbe detects of 
history and chronology nothing 
very definite can be settled upon 
as to tbe dates of events of Jeon- 
Biderahle importance in'the solu- 
tion of this prophetic problem. 


The Bible speaks plainly that 
the yeara shall number from the 
promulgation of the command to 
rebuild Jerusalem. That was 
done by Nehemiah. Bat no 
satisfactory account can be given 
ot the years passing between tbe 
commencement of tbe work till 
the time ol the birth of Christ 
Therefore no reliable starting 
date can be fixed at that point 

In a farther explanation In the 
ninth chapter of Daniel, "seventy 
weeks are determined upon thy 
people and upon thy holy city." 
This is a definite statement also. 
"Thy people and thy city," ad- 
dressed to Daniel, means the 
Jews and Jerusalem. History 
fixes the date of the destruction 
ol J eruaalem at A. D. 70. This 
then must be close to tbe end of 
'.he 490 years, or seventy weeks. 
At the destruction the Jewish 
nation was completely over- 
thrown, and the people scattered. 
Several later attempts were made 
to rally, but without any shadow 
ot success. A. D. 70 may very 
properly be regarded as near tbe 
end ot the Jewish nation. As 
tbe "people and tbe holy city" 
no longer existed, the seventy 
weeks determined upon that 
people were certainly ended then 
or about ended, eo tbat a solving 
of the problem, with A. D. 70 
as one ot tbe fixed points, can 
Lot vary greatly from tbe truth 
of the prophetic vision, allowing 
for probable inaccuracies of keep- 
ing time eince then. But tbe 
people were not completely 
aubjngated at that time, and a 
part of tbe 70 weeks "deter- 
mined upon thy people," in tbe 
prophecy, extended farther. 

Daniel ie careful to mark the 
exact time unto Messiah the 
Prince. This person was with- 
out doubt the Roman Emperor, 
VeBpasian, The city . was de- 
stroyed by his armies, in 70 A. D. 
He was crowned emperor in 69, 
and therefore, the seven weeks 
and tbe sixty-two weeks would 
reach to A. D. 70. The "Mess- 
enger the Prince/' might mean 
Titus, who was the general iu 
command. In either case the 
effect ia the same. Thus 483 
years or tbe 69 weeke would end 
in A. D. 70. With this »e a 
fixed point to compute from, the 
2300 days would cover a period 
of time as follows : In having 
the 69 weeke to end in A. D. 70, 
that wonld bring eleven weeks 
or 77 years in the Christian Era, 
allowing 413years, of tbe seventy 
weeks to remain before Christ. 
The 413 years subtracted from 
2300 would leave 1887 as a re- 
mainder, as the time that the 
sanctuary will be cleansed, ac- 
cording to Daniel. If our 
methods ot recoming time were 
perteotly correct compared with 
tbe divine system, and our his- 
tory and chronology perfectly 
reliable, the exact year could be 
satislactorally fixed for that 
event. But amidet tbe destruc- 
tion of records, confusion in 
chronology and histories, the 
destruction of important data, it 
ie not safe to settle obstinately 
upon any date that may he fixed 
by aid ol the prophetic way- 
marks of the Bible. The Bible 
has it correct, but man has his 
records imperfect, 

The next line of inquiry is aa to 
what the cleansing ot tbe 
sanctuary means. The dates 
fixed above make last year, 1887, 
as the time for the cleansing of 
tbe sanctuary. There can not be 
many years of error in that 
solution, and the ..cleansing of 


the sanctuary can confidently; be 
looked for soon by God's people, 
and may now be in progress. 

What ahall that cleansing be T 
It shall be nothing more than 
the re-establish meut of God's 
theocracy in the boly mount, in 
Jerusalem. It meane the su- 
premacy of the Christian Re- 
ligion in Jndea. Jerusalem wae 
at one time tbe seat of God's 
religion or theocracy, in the min- 
istry of the priesthood, and it 
ahall be again under the priest- 
hood of Jesus Christ. God's 
theocracy shall be established 
there, in the Christian Church. 
It ia being done now. ' The last 
great hindrance to the advance- 
ment of Christianity in Palestine 
wae recently removed. Flourish- 
ing churches now exist in Jer- 
usalem aud in various parts ot 
Palestine and wonderful- pro- 
gress is being made. Thousands 
of Jews are gathering into Jer- 
usalem, and some very influen- 
tial men among them have de- 
clared for Christ ; that he is their 
elder brother, and that pros- 
perity and peace will not' again 
settle upon Jerusalem aud the 
boly land until they turn and 
accept Chriat as tbe true Messiah. 
Thie is having its influence upon 
the persecuted Jews and no one 
who ia watching the changes 
coming on in the line «t the 
prophecies is in doubt that God 
is now fulfilling that which be 
declared by the pen ot Daniel. 

It is not said how many years 
will be consumed in cleansing 
the sanctuary. The work is un- 
doubtedly now in progress. The 
banner of Ielam is now sinking 
in Jerusalem and the Bongs ot 
Zion are ascending from thou- 
sands of tongues. The name ot 
Jesus which was once bitter aud 
sour to the tastes of . the Jews 
has become sweet, tender and 
pleasing. Once it was fpoken 
in disdain and ridicule, now it ia 
(he lovliestmame on earth. 

To ns who are thouaauda of 
miles from the scenes ot Chriat'a 
life, these things are interesting 
and glorious. They mean that 
God still lives aud ia accomp- 
lishing his purposes declared by 
his holy prophets. They mean 
that the time of eternal deliver- 
ance from the curae ot sin is 
drawing nigh. They mean tbat 
God loves his Own' aud will ac- 
complish all that baa been set 
forth in hie holy word, and that 
the faithful shall be rewarded 
as the promises are. Tbey mean 
that the end of time ib approach- 
ing when the long severed 
friene shall meet again and clasp 
loving hands never to part again. 
They mean the approach of ever- 
lasting peace and joy for all 
who have fought the good fight 
and kept the taith. 

There ia au ever- flowing foun- 
tain ot comfort and encourage- 
ment in the prophecies ot the 
Bible, Daniel and Revelations 
are full of knowledge and wis- 
dom. God is accomplishing his 
objects. Wait and see the salva- 
tion ot God. But do not be 
turned away when the ecetiea are 
not so flaming as you expect. 
Remember that the pro|:li< la and 
Revelator described whet they 
saw in visions. The whole 
scene was presented to the mind 
at once and it looked terrible, 
awful. It was like a huge paint- 
ing of a terrible battle. All can 
be seen at once and it is over- 
whelming. But when a man 
observes tbe same, the smoke and 
the passing hours take away the 
terrible ness. A part is not 


realised while another part is 
taking place. 8o it ie with the 
prophecies. They are fulfilled 
as time passes and one pert is 
forgotten while another is being 
accomplished. Ton can not look 
upon all the damning deeds of 
the Pope through spectacles of 
history aud see it In all its terror 
aa St John did when be looked 
upon the picture showed him by 
God. 

Christian reader, Jesus is com- 
ing. His foot- prints are visible 
in the sands of time, "Behold I 
come quickly." The sanctuary 
ia being cleansed. The 2300 
days are ended or about at an 
end. Be sober brethren, watch 
unto prays, put on the armor of 
the gospel, be diligent in good 
works, crucify the flesh with the 
lustB thereof, banish your jeal- 
ousies, hates, oovetoneneea which 
ie idolatry, purge yourselves from 
intemperance and make your- 
selves pure by obeying tbe truth. 

"Watch for ye know not what 
hour your Lord doth come !"

One great subject of contention in 
the Southern churches of this Republic 
is the color line.

Tbe Independent very correctly says 
that "People who spend a great deal of 
time aud thought In making a show 
of themselves to others, are apt to for- 
get tbat they are chiefly their own ad- 
m iters, and that so far as they are not, 
they invite criticism rather than com- 
mendation: They are silly people, not 
bitting the mark they aimed at, and 
usually bitting one at which they did 
not aim,"

Davis will not say 
whether or not be will again preach on 
the Common.

Mason 'a new book appears 
again Ibis week, aud the attention of 
all readers la directed to it. Examine 
tbe contents and understand what it 
comprises. Itiaa lucid presentation 
of the doctrinal position of tbe church 
and contains references to tbe fath- 
ers, which will make it of special value 
to those who study their writings with 
a view to support tbe faith and prac- 
tice of the church. It is the first at- 
tempt to present in anything like a 
complete manner the principles of the 
church iu a single volume, and merits 
a prompt and extensive patronage. 
This effort, meetiug with hearty en- 
couragement, will be no doubt followed 
by others and In a few years the doc 
triual literature of tbe church will 
prove a valuable help in diffusing the 
principles of our faith. A copy ahould 
be in the library of every brother. 


The Philadelphia church has acted 
wisely and correctly in preparing for 
the Pennsylvania State Convention. 
If all of the churches of that state have 
done likewise, tbe Johustown Conven- 
tion will be* a delegated body in the 
full aeuae of the word, aud if a majority 
bold tbe vie we we may venture to judge 
tbe Philadelphia delegatea hold, there 
will be no danger of the Convention 
starting on a popish platform. As we 
are somewhat implicated In the calling 
of tbe convention, It will not be out of 
place to say that our understanding la 
that it shall be the organization, of a 
regular annual delegated State Confer- 
ence, on the atrietly congregational 
platform. However our statements 
are not by authority -only expectancy. 
Tbe fact should not be lost eight of, In 
this connection, that upon the congre- 
gational platform, a delegated body or 
conference cannot make any thing 
binding upon thechurchea represented. 
Thebnaiueas ofaucb conferences Is to 
decide upon purposes and methods, and 
then tbe delegatea shall carry the 
propositions to their respective church- 
es for ratification, and the majority 
shall rule. On questions of doctrine 
tbe doors of conferences should be 
closed. Methods aud plans of work 
ahould engage their attention.
